The notices as required by Section 141 of Chapter 111 of 

the General Laws were in proper form and *ere seasonably presented. 

FACTS 
The petitioners, husband and wife, live in a single dwell- 
ig house owned by fcnem at 14 Usoat Street, Thr-e Rivers, and they 
are the parents of two minor children, one of whom is Carol Ann, age 
six years, whom the petitioners allege has an allergy affecting her 
nasal and respiratory passages, which in turn causes her to be ill; 
that she is allergic to chicken feathers and dust and that this 
allergy is caused by the chickens belonging to the respondents, 
Sierakowski; 

that the Sierakowekls live at the corner of Main and Monat Streets 

and the chickens in question are kept in a coop with a chicken yard 

running fro* the coop to the westerly boundary of the petitioners' 

land, 

that the closeness of the chicken coop with chickens therein of the 

respondents has caused Carol Ann', health to be affected by reason 

Of the chicken feathers, dust and odors; 

that Carol Ann has suffered from this allergy for a period of three 
years and during that time has received and continues to receive 
medical c&ie to alleviate her allergy; 

that the petitioners introduced into evidence a letter on the 
stationery of Dr. tlartin F. Gay nor of Indian Orchard, which was 
objected to by Counsel for the respondents on the ground that it 
was not duly certificated by Dr. Martin F. Gaynor. The certificate 
was allowed to be introduced and exception to its introduction was 
noted. The certificate states that Carol Ann "should not be exposed 
to feathers, animals or dust.' 1 




There was further evidence Introduced indicating that the 
allergy complained of was in us most active state during the want 
weather months, April through 8ovemb«r. Further evidence wag in- 
troduced that the prevaling winds at the location of the petitioners' 
residence and that of the respondent was a northerly tion for 
over fifty percent of the time and that such orevailinF winds carried 
the odor of chickens, feathers of chickens and dust from the aaid 
coopa and yards of the respondent to premises of the petitioners. 
At this point, the petitioners rested. 

The respondents testimony was limited to that of James j. 
Kane, member of the Board of Health. Town of falmer, who stated 
acting on the complaint of the petitioners to the Board of Health 
with respect to the keeping of chickens; 

that he talked to both the petitioners and respondents and aa a 
result of that conference, did order the respondents to move back a 
email coop housing chickens five to six weeks old; 

that thia saiall coop in question was eighteen feet from the fence of 
the petitioners; 

that Sierakowski moved the coop in Question back and that the coop was 
moved back but subsequently he received another complaint from the 

.itioners who claiaed that the coop had not been moved and that 
noisome odora continued to emanate from the coop In question; 

that he again went to the scene and found that the coop had been 
ed and that both the yard and coop itself had been cleaned and 
that everything requested by him had been done by th- respondents; 

that he found no evidence of any conditions which would indicate 
that a nuisance was being maintained by the respondents. The 
respondents then rested. 

At this stage in the proceedings, it was requested by 
the petitioners' attorney that a view be taken of the alleged sources 
of the Cause of sickness; 

that a view was taken by the County Commissioners at which the 
attorney for the petitioners and Mr. Kane of the Eoard of Health 
pointed out the location of the coop in question, the distance and 
other points which had been described at the bearing.

and the proximity of chickens owned and kept by the respondents., 
The burden of proving the causal connection between the illness and 
the keeping of the chickens was upon the petitioners and the 
Ftitloaere having failed to establish the causal connection! their 
petition fiUflt be dismissed without prejudice.

I bave examined the plana and apocificatione for the con- 
et ruction of a dam, for the Strathaoro Paper Company of ffeet Spring 
field, Mass., on the lestfield River at WoTonoco in the Town of 

Russell. 

The plans and apecificationa were filed with the County 
on October 24. 1949, and were prepared by Charlaa T. Main, Inc., 
60 Federal Street, Boa ton, Massachusetts. 

Tbe plana and specifications provide for the construction 
of a concrete gravity overflow type of structure, to be built a 
short distance downstream from the existing concrete oaaonry and 
timber dam. The dam to be replaced ia about 388 feet in length; it 
la irregular in plan and partly curved upstream. 

The length of the dam ia made up of three auctions: the 
first, about 62 feet in length, is built of concrete and atone 
aasonry; tbe second, about dZO fast in length, is built of tiaber 
crib, and the third, about 100 feet in length, is also built of 
concrete and stone masonry. 

The work, for which approval of the County Is requested 
at this time, ia the conat ruction of a concrete overflow dam, 351 
feat io length and about 51 feet in aaxi.um height, extending fro- 
a rock ledge outcrop in the river channel now foralng the southerly 
abutment or end foundation of tbe present structure, northerly to a 
large ledge rock ialand which separates the original river channel 
from the channel cut during the flood of 1938. The crest of the 
proposed dam would be about 31 feet shorter in length than the crest 
of the structure to be replaced. The da. sould be built for ita 
entire length on the ledge rock which forma the bed of the river 
channel. It tould be of the conventional concrete gravity type, 




with vertical upstream face, rounded crest and a sloped or Inclined 
downstream face. The elope of the downstream race would be 10 inches 
vertically to 6.8 inches horizontally, an d the curve of the creet 
would he determined by the formula i 2 - 30y. Tbie elope and creet 
curve would give the base of the daa a thickness of about 44 feet at 
the section where the daa hae ite maxiaum height of about 51 feet. 
The ere it of the proposed daa would be at the same level 
as the creet of the structure to be replaced, and also, the same as 
the crest of the daa located between the ledge rock Island and the 
earthen dike built following the 1938 flood. The toprf the dike is 
16 feet higher than the elevation of the proposed crest. Provisions 
would be aade for the use of flaebboards by installing 2-inch standard 
pipe sockets. 18 inches long, located three feet on center along the 
crest of the daa. 

The design of the proposed daa is based upon a height of 
7 feet of water over the creet. This height of water would occur 
then only 50,000 cubic feet per second would be flowing in the river. 
The flow of the river at Woronoco, during the Hurricane-flood of 1936, 
according to our office figures, was about 80,000 cubic feet per second 
A height of nearly 10 feet of water on the dan spillways would be 
needed to pass this flow after the construction of the proposed daa. 
The Knightville Flood Control Daa will naturally reduce the streaa of 
the festfield River during future floods, however, conditions on the 
drainage area could be such that Knightville Reservoir sight be full 
and overflowing before the tine of the passing of a blood peak, and 
thus its value for flood protection would be lowered. For example, 
if the festfield River drainage area bad been covered with a normal 
snow blanket, at the tiae of the December 30, 1948 flood, it is almost 
certain that the height of water on the dam would have been 7 feet or 
higher. 

After completely reviewing the plans and specifications, your 

engineer fee It that the following should be accomplished by the design 
ing engineer, before recommendations of approval can be given. 

a. The design of the structure should be checked for an assumed 
high water of at least 10 feet on the crest. 

b. A statement should be Included in the specifications under 
"Construction Joints" preventing any horizontal construction joint 
wi*uin at least 10 feet of the elevation of the spillway crest. 

c. Provisions to prevent sliding of the structure should be 
incorporated in the plans and/or specifications.

1,1 Scope of the Work 

The work covered by these Specifications includes facing of the 
front and back of the dam and the snooting of a new crest to Elevat- 
ion 268.50 for the easterly portion of the dam from Station + 00 to 
approximately Station 1 + 70, as shown on the plan.

1 have examined the plans and specifications filed on March 

8t 1950* for permission to construct a new spillway on Fullers Pond 
lo, 2, so called, presently leased by the fes^field Sportsmans Club, 
ffsstfield, Mass., and report as follows: 

The Fuller Dam No. Z 1b located on the headwaters of Simons 
Brook at a point where the drainage area contributary is less than 
three-quarters of a square mile. The dam is an earth eabankment some 
330 feet in length* 7 feet in height, and about 17 feet in width on 
top, The upstream side is faced with a vertical concrete wall one 
foot in thickness, The original spillway consisted of a sloped 
wooden flume and channel. 12 feat in width, extending from toe con- 
crete facing wall through the embankment to the bed of the brook at 
the toe of the dam. This spillway structure was destroyed in 1934 
and since that time the dam has been abandoned and the brook flows 
through the breach without forming pondage. 

It is proposed to construct a new concrete and rockfill 
spillway on the sits of the old spillway. The proposed spillway is 
to have a clear crest 24 feet in length, and a free board of 4 feet 
inches. The overflow aection is to coneist of a concrete cut-off 
wall with a foundation below the existing structure; a coarse gravel 
fill under water on the upstream side, and a paved rock fill with a 
sloping face on the downstream side. The toe of the spillway and the 
head of the overflow channel is to be paved with rockfill. The 13-
